President’s Report - WD6T 


Megacycles 
David A. Jaffe 


Megacycles. Remember them? They were sort of like 
Megahertz and you could convert via f(x) = x. Ham radio 
is full of cycles, daily, yearly and that 11-year thing (not to 
be confused with cicadas). September marks the tradi- 
tional beginning of the contest season. Here in the North- 
ern Hemisphere the passing of the autumnal equinox 
(Sept. 22) gives us more darkness than light, fewer thun- 
derstorms, and allows our lower bands to reassert their 
fascination. 


Also, to paraphrase the old Mutual of Omaha "Wild King- 
dom" commercials: as surely as the departure of the Cliff 
Swallows from San Juan Capistrano, as they head back to 
their wintering grounds in Argentina, so is September the 
time when NCCC Presidents scratch their heads and try to 
figure out what they can say this year that is different from 
what they said a year ago. 


Well, | just read what | wrote last September. Most of it 
still applies. That includes, unfortunately, the fact that 
Covid is still a threat and record-setting fires continue to 
be a menace. For these reasons, we were again forced to 
cancel our September picnic and we will be continuing to 
meet via Zoom. That does mean that we can have speak- 
ers from far and wide. 


Last year we learned about the “COVID effect,” in which 
participation was inflated by house-bound hams. This phe- 
nomenon may not be as pronounced as it was a year ago, 
but it remains a factor. While nobody wants to be prohibit- 
ed from traveling, we as a community are lucky to be able 
to reach out and explore the world from the safety of our 
homes, through the miracle of radio. In that spirit, our 
September meeting will feature a rescheduling of Cezar 
Trifu's presentation on the IOTA program. Originally

Opportunity — Earn the WACC Award in the CQP 
Bill, N6ZFO and Fred, KEDGW 


Participants in the October CQP, now on the near horizon, have the opportunity to chase, and perhaps earn, the 
coveted Worked All CA Counties award. Recently, upgrades and modernization of the WACC award were de- 
scribed in the February 2020 JUG, page 13. NA6O and his XYL updated the certificate design. 


While traditional QSL’s, from as far back as 1850, can be submitted for 
WACC credit, a more practical way is to work your needed CA counties 
in the CQP, where all CA counties are active. The protocol is as follows: 

1. Pre-CQP . Email the WACC Chair, KEDGW to receive an account- 
ing of your missing counties from previous CQP’s. 

2. Consult the list of active stations in the County Tracer CQP page: 
https://cqp.org/tracker.htm! 

3. Make a list of needed stations 

4. Enter CQP to work the needed counties, perhaps using Assisted 
mode. 
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September 2021 VP/CC Report 
Andy Faber, AE6Y/P49Y 


This column is mostly some contest reflections from the last few weeks, as the contest season starts to rev up — 
of course it really starts with CQP in the first weekend in October. 


NAQP CW 

As | explained last month, | always enjoy NAQPs, and this one was no exception. There was strong Club partici- 
pation, with N6TV as our leading scorer. My score was 10k points above last year’s running of the August con- 
test, with 5 more mults and 31 more Qs. 10 was open at the start, and 15 stayed open for several hours. Nei- 
ther, of course, had the countrywide opening that 20 and 40 had. 80 might have had it also, but the noise level 
limited me to only 22 mults there, compared to 35 last year. 10 had spotlight propagation to the East Coast, but 
not the rest of the country in between. 


I’m always amazed at some of the scores in this contest. | usually finish in the top 15% or so, but there are some 
fantastic scores ahead of me. Some of these guys are superb operators, but then | try to figure out what | could 
do to be more effective, and don’t come up with any big ideas. A great many CQs just remain unanswered, im- 
plying that for some stations they are simply louder and/or hear better. | used to get frustrated listening to NSKO 
or N6KT operating from Dave and Barb’s mountaintop location at WENL/K6BL, when they would be running on 
15 and working stations | couldn’t even hear, so at least that was an excuse (neglecting that Trey or Rich could 
operate from my station and significantly improve on my scores, I’m sure...). 


It’s also surprising after a full effort in a contest to see large scores from stations that | never once heard in the 
contest. In this one that was true for ZF9DX and HH2AA, who between them racked up over 1300 Qs and 
whom, in spite of many hours of tuning for mults on the second radio, | never heard one time. Same is true for 
big station WB9Z who made some 800 contacts. The jury is out on whether trying to move mults in this contest is 
very helpful. | wrote a JUG article a few years ago after an NAQP SSB in which | had moved 20+ stations, and 
concluded that it had increased my score by about 5%. But moves are easier and quicker on phone than on CW. 
And things can go wrong: as the famous Ohio State Coach Woody Hayes, a proponent of the “three yards and a 
cloud of dust” theory of offense, used to say: “there are three things that can happen when you throw the ball and 
two of them are bad.” 


Similarly, when you ask for a move, there are roughly four possible outcomes: (a) often, particularly on CW, the 
station doesn’t respond, or can’t go to the other band; (b) you successfully make the move and get back to your 
old frequency — that’s the one successful outcome; (c) the move fails; or (d) worst of all, the move fails and you 
lose your run frequency. All four of those occurred in this contest, with a successful move being of Club member 
K2RD from 80 to 160, which was certainly appreciated. 


NAQP SSB 

What a difference two weeks makes! The NAQP SSB version two weeks later had much worse conditions. It 
tends to be a harder contest for those of us with relatively normal stations, particularly since it is also restricted to 
100 watts. Furthermore, noisy bands are much more disruptive on phone than on CW due to the wider band- 
width required. My QSO count was about 2/3 of that in the CW portion, and mults were down by an even larger 
percentage. Part of this was due to no ten meters at all (except that Rich, NGKT, suggested we have a QSO 
there, and it proved to be the only contact on that band for both of us). 
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Fifteen was nearly as bad. | worked Rich, KH7R, and W9KKN, and the only other station | heard on the second 
radio during the many times | listened while CQ’ing on 20, was a weak KP4AA in Puerto Rico, whom | worked on 
the first call. Go figure. 


Forty was in good shape, but very noisy, and | really had to struggle for mults. Couldn’t get any sustained runs 

going, and was very frustrated listening to Ira, K2RD’s big pileup for his NV mult while no one was answering my 
CQs. | couldn’t break the pile-up, though later | did work him on a QSY after he called on 80 (and thanks for the 
later QSY to 160, also). 


So overall, it wasn’t a very pleasurable contest. If | hadn’t been on a club team, | would have called it quits much 
earlier when 20 had mostly closed and 40 was proving intractable. But | stuck it out, and saw that two of my 
teammates, KA6BIM and K6GHA, had nearly identical scores (in fact, | had one more QSO than Don, while he 
claimed one more mult — talk about close!). N6ZFO’s score was just a little behind, and, as expected, WC6H was 
way out in front of us other four. 


As | mentioned last month, one of the enjoyable facets of NAQP SSB is that since the name is part of the ex- 
change, it’s common to greet people by name, e.g., saying “QSL. Thanks Jim”, rather than just “TU” as on code. 
In that regard | was called by Ken, N9HQ on 20 about 3 hours into the contest. When he came back to me after 
hearing my exchange, he commented that Andy seemed to be a common name in this contest. Now, | didn’t 
think so, not having worked another one (and not working another one in the whole contest, though on CW N2NT 
in NJ and K2LE/1 in VT are stalwart Andy’s). | commented in turn that | had noticed quite a few Kens in the con- 
test. | went back to CQing, and was immediately called in succession by Ken, VE3KP, and Ken, AC5EZ, giving 
me three Kens in a row. 


Hawaii — Kansas — Ohio QSO Parties 

These three QSO parties all took place the same weekend. It was a lot of fun to browse in them. | don’t have 
contest modules for them in my logging program, CQPWIN, but just used “general” logging, so anything could be 
logged in the exchange window. That meant that | have all three in the same log; it would be easy enough, if | 
were serious, to manually separate the Cabrillo output log into three parts. | did all my CW sending by hand, just 
for the practice. The mults are fun: 88 counties in Ohio, 105 in Kansas (which they claim were all on the air) and 
14 in Hawaii (there are only five actual counties in Hawaii, but they have subdivided the populous islands). 


While doing other chores in my office/shack, | dabbled enough to work 89 CW Qs and 36 phone Qs, in all three 
combined. Actually, there may be more than that, since some of the Kansas stations were on county lines (one 
on 4 at one point — presumably the benefit of nice agricultural land with square county corners), and their rules 
say to log them as separate QSOs for each county. In addition, though | couldn’t find a reference to this in the 
rules, several stations were apparently rovers, and gave callsigns for two or three operators, the implication be- 
ing that they all could be logged as separate QSOs. That was peculiar, and I’m not sure | understood it correctly. 


| was struck by a few facets of participating this way. One is the generally slow speeds of the CW stations. 
Many were running at about 24-28 wpm, which is not something we normally hear in CQP. Another was the lack 
of identification by some of the running stations, who would sometimes go for 4-5 QSOs without ID. A few times 
| tuned away out of frustration. One problem may be that rovers are supposed to ID with their county abbrevia- 
tion, which some of them religiously did, and that would take some time. Our speaker at the last meeting, Jim, 
K8MR, hit numerous counties in Ohio. He was weak, but sending at a good rate, ID’ing often, and easy to work 
from multiple counties. 


CW Open 

The CW Open occurred in 3 sessions on the Labor Day weekend, each of which is a separate contest running 
for four hours. The first started at OO00Z on Saturday (5 p.m. local time on Friday). | got home a little late from 
work, but otherwise put in a full-time effort. | recall the first CW Open in 2011, when four Club members, WOYK, 
W6OAT, K6RB and myself all finished in the top 10 for aggregate scores. AA3B was the overall winner, and he 
continues to win these, as well as the weekly CWTs. Unlike some speed demons, Bud seems to go at about 34 
wpm most of the time — perhaps there is a lesson to be learned from him. 


Packet, skimmer, etc., are all legal, so the top operators use these assists, as well as 2BSIQ when they can. But 


it can still be fun to operate the old-fashioned way, without assistance. To show you how the contest has 
evolved, in 2011 | was third in the first session, while this year according to 3830 | am in 33" place. Interesting- 


ly, K6RB this year is in 31* place with virtually Identical totals (AE6Y: 162/167/47 on 20/40/80, with 264 mults; Rob: 
161/166/48 with 267 mults) -- it's not that we've gotten worse, but the serious competition has gotten much more se- 
rious. 


Incredibly, AA3B finished with 664 claimed QSOs, and K3WW is right behind at 634. These two vie for dominance in 
the weekly CWT competitions as well. They both obviously work the internet for contacts, but I’m always stunned at 
their QSO levels, particularly since | never think that either is terribly strong out here (though K3WW had a terrific 
40m signal in the first CW Open session). Interestingly, the only West Coasters that gives Bud and Chas a run for 
their money are Marko, N5ZO, who seems to have mastered the techniques from SoCal, and Axwl, KIGRRN 
@WAGTAT (a super op at a super station). 


| sat out (partially slept in, actually) the 1200-1559Z contest, but | see that the dynamic duo finished very close to 
each other with about 560 qsos; surprisingly, N2IC in NM skunked them both by 100 QSOs (including 126 on 15m!) 
and has the claimed win. 


| gave in to the long-weekend contest allure and also operated in the third session. It’s really interesting to experi- 
ence the vagaries of the ionosphere over the course of a day. Rates were great for the first two hours on 20 (114 
and 104), but then the last two hours produced only an additional 100 Qs combined, and it was a lot of work even to 
get those. Of course, the problem was that 20 got worked out and everyone left to go to 40 after about 2 hours, but 
40 at 1500 local time isn’t very good for us. It was a real struggle getting Qs on 40 in broad daylight; thus, the East 
Coasters have a huge advantage in this session. As an example, | worked W2GD with 45 minutes to go in the con- 
test. His QSO number was 10 ahead of me at 296 to 286. But he finished the contest with 382 Qs, versus my 319. 
So in the last 45 minutes, he made 86 contacts while | struggled to get only 33 more. He had 58 Qs on 80, presuma- 
bly in that last hour; | didn’t even bother to check 80 as | assumed it would be pretty much useless here in the after- 
noon. But as compensation there was quite a bit of EU DX on 20. Also, in both contests a barely audible ZL1BBW 
(Gavin) called me off the back of the beam, and we were able to make the contacts, which was very satisfying. 


Anyway, congratulations to CW Ops, of which many of our NCCC members are also members (and Rob is a found- 

er, CWOps #3), on being a forceful proponent of CW rag-chewing and contesting, and on sponsoring the CWTs and 
the CW Open (and, of course, introducing many beginners to CW through the CW Academies and other educational 
efforts).

Description: 120 AC-powered switching power supply, fixed output voltage, 35 A. 
Purchased from: Ham Radio Outlet 


Test equipment: Isolation transformer, 50 uH LISN, HP 8560A with 20 dB preamp, Tek TDS320A. Note: Spectrum 
spikes around 100 MHz are FM band leakage. 


Tested by: Gary Johnson, NA6O Date: Sept 8, 2021 


Summary 

Recommend for amateur radio stations: YES 
FCC Part 15 conducted emissions: Compliant 
FCC Part 15 labeling: Compliant 


Observations: 


All testing performed with a 4 ohm (~3 A) load to represent nominal receive conditions at a typical ham station, 
where noise is of the greatest concern. DC output voltage was 14.5 VDC (internally adjustable via a small pot). 
Switching frequency is ~35 kHz. AC line-side noise is basically a low-level, clean 35 KHz sine wave and all har- 
monic energy is confined to the low HF frequencies. Output has a similar 35 KHz waveform, 30 mV p-p, with har- 
monics that are at the microvolt level by 2 MHz. There was no VHF noise detected. Note: The rise in the noise 
spectra around 13.5 MHz was a local RFI source that | was unable to eliminate; it is not characteristic of this pow- 
er supply. Ditto for the 100 MHz noise. Sorry, | don't have a screen room! 


Overall, this is among the quietest switching power supplies that | have measured and easily meets FCC Part 15 
(B) requirements for conducted emissions. Filtering at the input and output are exceptionally good. Because of 
that filtering, | would not expect this supply to cause passive harmonic generation in the presence of strong RF 
fields Highly recommended for ham radio use. 


| would also like to put in a plug for Samlex customer service. This supply had an output terminal that we had 
damaged. After entering a request in the samlex.com online contact form, | was contacted within a couple of hours 
by a friendly agent. He quickly mailed a new terminal at no charge.

Interviewed by W1RH 


John, K6MI, is one of our members who resides near the edge of NCCC’s 250-mile and 175-mile circles. Both cir- 
cles run right through the center of Fresno and John’s location, on Fairmont Avenue, puts him just inside both cir- 
cles. 


Referring to himself as a Little Pistol QRP guy, John was thrilled to be featured as one of our point generators. In his 
words: 


| didn't really think | was all that newsworthy, although I’ve been around the sunspot cycles a few times, and rubbed 
shoulders with some amazing people. 


Name/Call Sign: K6MI 
Past calls: WN6ITM, WB6ITM 
Location: Fresno 


Tell us about your early years: 


| was Licensed in 1963 as a freshman in high school for six months as WNGITM, and then WB6ITM with an SX-140 
(that would blank out if anyone else in town was on), a Viking |, and a HyGain vertical. CW was the only mode avail- 
able for years. As a poor high school student with a paper route, Collins gear, or SSB gear, or any gear at all was 
not in the works. 


| had heard of DX, so one night at 3 A.M. on 40 CW, | worked Antarctica, KC4. My first DX!, which started a life 
time of DX’ing. Living in Orange at the time, the local club W6ZE had a big Field Day, and that was my first Field 
Day. Thereafter a small group of high school hams started doing our own Field Day, and we just finished our 

56" Field Day with the same group, just adding a few friends over the years, resulting in 35 first place 1A scores, 
and 8 of the top 10 scores ever. Known as the “Chew’s Ridge Gang’, it was our habit to go to all the conventions, 
enter the high-speed pileup contests, and invite the top places to join our team. Pat, AEG6EG was our team member 
who ran the contests. We are honored to have Mike, WA6O, as our top CW operator for the last decade or 

two. Our way of mastering the scoring (FD is not a contest) was to take a tower trailer, KT36xa, solar panels, and 5 
watts out from a K3, CW almost all the way. 


Never missing Field Day, but having only time for a minimal fun entrée into other contests, the next four decades 
was filled with four kids (one is KE6SDF), and a profession (teaching and performing as a violinist), which took up 
24/7. 


There was some time stolen from work for the vhf contests; first QRP mountain toping three times a year, and then, 
after meeting N6NB, Wayne Overbeck, roving with 12 radios and antennas in up to 12 grids, with up to 12 other rov- 
ers. Great fun! Big scores. Wayne was great at looking at the rules, following them to the letter, and making huge 
scores. Several hundred certificates have followed.

Monobanders have been made pretty much from scratch for all bands (the M2 factory is only a few miles away, they 
are great guys!). With seven towers and two tower trailers, it’s embarrassing that my QRP scores are not high- 
er. I’m continually amazed at the scores the big guys turn in. 


If you're working, what is your career? If not, what was your career? 
Teaching and performing as a violinist. 


Married? Kids? Grandkids? 


Four kids and the XYL, at the age of 73, just got her tech (KN6PRZ) so that she can now be a YL, and we operated 
the 222 and up contest last month together. 


How many DXCC entities have you worked? 


Have 9 band DXCC, 10 band WAS, 357 confirmed mixed, need just a few on various modes. Waiting for the next 
really good sunspot peak to finish 6m DXCC. 


What Contests have you participated in? 


With no concerts to play, teaching is virtual, most activities cancelled, it was actually possible to make some sort of 
entry in each of the thirty KB Competition contests. The big help was the June VHF multiplier, which was big 
points. Except for that contest, it was just a few points here and there, having great fun. Again, this year the VHF 
contest put me way up in the list, and from here I'll slide down as the really big guns come to bear. 


Any comments about NCCC? 


I’ve met some really amazing hams. We met Jim, K9YC, and he came on FD with us. Then he made his own team 
and that was one of the few years we were in second place. But with Jim and Rhino, NGRNO, and some really great 
hams we went for a dozen years to CQP expeditions to some rare counties. Jim then requested that | break off and 
take a team to Kings County, a much needed expedition, which we did twice. Last year during pandemic we were 
here at home in Fresno County. Hope to get back to more expeditions.

I’m the editor for the Fresno ARC monthly magazine “Skip” (current and past issues at w6to.com).

After college, | had some periods of unemployment that | used to study for the commercial radiotelephone licenses. 
| thought that radio and television broadcasting might be a possible career. When nothing was available, | took a 
job as a communications technician servicing 2-way radio systems. One of my duties was to go onto mountain tops 
and service repeaters. Once when one of these repeaters failed, | was introduced to an RCA microwave unit. It 
was being used as a remote base for a 170 MHz system. | had never seen so many tubes in one six-foot rack. The 
transmitter had an output of 1 watt or so at 990 MHz. | couldn't find the final amplifier at first. It was a “pencil triode” 
made for grounded grid service. The body is the diameter of a pencil and is about 2.25 inches long. RCA first mar- 
keted the 5876 in 1950 and it was used in transmitters and in test equipment. It has a mu of 56 and could be used 
up to 3 GHz. Its massive power supply had an output of 300 volts at 25 ma. 


Another time when that system failed, a trip with a spare 5876 was made to the mountain. The tube was good but 
the SWR was high. This system used a pair of 3-foot aluminum parabolic dishes. After a close inspection of the 
transmit antenna, | took a pair of pliers and like a tooth extraction, removed the 30-caliber bullet from the dipole 
feed. The feed was bent a bit but still worked while a new feed was ordered.
